“Wherefore Jesus also, that he 
might sanctify the people with His 
own blood, suffered without the gate,” 
Heb. 13:12. 


Sanctify—“Make holy, cleanse from 
impurity (a definite act), to make 
ree from sin, to set apart for holy 
se.” 


Sanctification is one of the oldest 
doctrines in the Bible and has been 
taught and practised by people of dif- 
ferent denominations down through 
the ages. When God was getting 
ready to visit the people on Mt. Sinai 
He said unto Moses, “Go unto the peo- 
ple and SANCTIFY them today and 
tomorrow, and let them wash their 
clothes (yes, sanctification means 
bodily cleanliness, too), and be ready 
against the third day: for the 
third day the Lord will come 
down in the sight of all the peo- 
ple upon Mt. Sinai,” Exodus 19:10, 
11. ‘The people needed to be sancti- 
fied before they were ready for the 
presence of the Lord. “For I am the 
Lord your God: ye shall therefore 
sanctify yourselves and ye shall be 
holy; for I am holy.” Lev. 11:44. 


Under the new covenant (grace) it 
is through Christ that we are sanc- 
tified. “For if the blood of bulls and 
of goats, and the ashes of an heifer 
sprinkling the unclean, sanctifieth to 
the purifying of the flesh: How much 
more shall the blood of the Christ, 
who through the eternal Spirit of- 
fered himself without spot to God, 
purge your conscience from dead 
works to serve the living God?” Heb. 
9:13, 14. “By the which will we are 
GQ 21010020 through the offering of the 

ody of Jesus Christ once for all 
(sanctification is a cleansing from 
sin, note the next verses). And every 
priest standeth daily ministering and 
offering oftentimes the same sacri- 
fices, which can never take away 
sins: BUT this man, after he had of- 
fered ONE sacrifice for SINS for ever, 
sat down on the right hand of God... 
for by ONE offering he hath perfected 
forever them that are sanctified,” 
Heb. 10:10-14. . 


Some say, “Why would God require 


s to have two applications of the 
lood, one application to blot out our 
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actual transgressions and another to 
cleanse us from the Adamic sin in 
which we were born?” Let the Word 
of God answer: “If we confess our 
sins, he is faithful and just to FOR- 
GIVE us our sins, and to CLEANSE 


from all unrighteousness,” 1 John 
1:9. “After that he put his hands 
AGAIN upon his eyes, he 


was restored, and saw every man 
clearly,” Mark 8:25. Why did not Na- 
aman “dip” only one time in the Jor- 
dan instead of seven? 

In John 17:17 Jesus prayed the 
Father to sanctify the disciples. They 
already belonged to Jesus, for He said, 
“For they are mine .... They are not 
of the world, even as I am not of the 
world .... Sanctify them through thy 
truth; thy word is truth.” Was that 
for the disciples only? Notice the 20th 
verse, “Neither pray I for these alone, 
but for THEM ALSO WHICH SHALL 
BELIEVE ON ME THROUGH THEIR 
WORD.” 

There is an antichrist spirit in the 
world today against the “blood” of 
Jesus and its benefits. Some have 
said, “Why a bloody religion? Is that 
the kind of God you serve, one who 
has to require blood at such an awful 
cost?” It has been said that some cer- 
tain sects have ordered the songs 
with the word “blood” in them to be 
left out of their song books. Will the 
real people of God fall away from 
the teaching of the blood and sancti- 
fication, which is the very price and 
life of our redemption and spiritual- 
ity? Many don’t like sanctification 
any more because they aren’t willing 
to be “set apart” from the world. They 
like to do as they please, and some 
like to wear their jewelry, make-up, 
expensive raiment and have perma- 
nents in their hair, and still claim to 
be “filled with the Spirit.” “Where- 
fore come out from among them 
(world), and be ye SEPARATE, saith 
the Lord ... and I will receive you.” 
2 Cor. 6:17. “In like manner also, that 
women adorn themselves in MODEST 
apparel, with SHAMEFACEDNESS 
and sobriety; NOT with broided hair, 
or GOLD, or PEARLS, or COSTLY 
RAIMENT,” 1 Tim. 2:9. “Be not CON- 


FORMED to this world, but TRANS- 
FORMED by the renewing of your 
mind.” 


Again I say the reason many are 
wanting to do away with sanctifica- 
tion they are not willing to “line up.” 
The devil will have won his greatest 
feat when he gets God’s people to 
doubt the work of sanctification. We 
certainly can’t expect people to live 
sanctified lives without first being 
sanctified. It is not just or fair to dis- 
courage this teaching, “For this is the 
will of God, even your sanctification,” 
1 Thess. 4:3. The great need of the 
Church today is to preach, teach, and 
practice sanctification and its bene- 
fits. Do not listen to man’s unbelief 
but to the Word of God. The children 
of Israel failed to enter the promised 
land because of unbelief. 


To what extent may one be sancti- 
fied? “And the very God of peace 
sanctify you WHOLLY: and I pray 
God your whole SPIRIT and SOUL 
and BODY be preserved blameless 
unto the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ,” 1 Thess. 5:23. Spirit—the 
mind; soul—the seat of affections, 
desires, emotions, active will, self; 
body—the natural, physical body. All 
these are to be preserved blameless 
by sanctification. Yes, it is thoroughly 
scriptural to be forgiven of our sins, 
sanctified by the blood, filled with the 
Spirit, grow in grace and in knowl- 
edge of our Savior, bear the fruit of 
the Spirit, and overcome the “self” 
life. No this is not “glorification” but 
our “reasonable” service. “I beseech 
you therefore, brethren, by the 
mercies of God, that ye present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, HOLY, ac- 
ceptable unto God, which is your 
reasonable service,” Romans 12:1. 


“He that OVERCOMETH shall in- 
herit all things and they over- 
came him by the BLOOD of the 
Lamb, and by the word of their testi- 
mony ...,” Rev.. 21:7; 12:11. 


Testimony: The greatest reason I 
believe in sanctification is that the 
Bible teaches it, and another is that 
He sanctified me.

Persecution in Mexico 


Protestant Voice published the fol- 
lowing report, under date of June 22, 
relative to persecution in Mexico: 

ARMED MOB DYNAMITES HOME 

OF PENTECOSTAL PASTOR— 

THREE KILLED 

Reports of increasingly serious and 
widespread persecution of Protestants 
in Mexico have reached The Protes- 
tant Voice. 

A Religious News service wireless 
report from Mexico City records the 
murder of a native pastor of a holi- 
ness church, his wife, and a member 
of his congregation, when an armed 
mob dynamited their homes in the 
village of Santiago, near Toluca, capi- 
tal of Mexico state. 

As a result, twenty Protestant fam- 
ilies are said to have fled to the 
mountains. 

A New York newspaper recently re- 
ported that Protestant minorities are 
being subjected to a campaign of 
“murder, bombings, arson, and boy- 
cott.” 

FOOD, WATER DENIED THEM 

Protestants are refused food at 
stores, prevented from drawing water 
from public wells, and barred from 
burying Protestant children in a lo- 
cal cemetery. 

Ramon Torres, director of the 
Evangelical League for Legal Defense 
Against Sinarchism, said Mexican 
authorities would do nothing to stop 
the outrages, that the press would not 
report them. Protestant officials have 
protested to President Avila Cama- 
cho. 

(CURRENT HISTORY, Nov., 1943, 
defines Sinarchism as a “well organ- 
ized Mexican movement in protest 
against the left wing movements in 
Mexico.”—ED.)

Europe’s Religious Plight 

Dr. W. A. Visser ’t Hooft, general 
secretary of the World Council of 
Churches at Geneva, speaking on the 
religious outlook for Europe, said that 
“the ‘cream of Europe’s youth, those 
who had convictions and were willing 
to die for them,’ were active in the re- 
sistance movements against Nazism, 
but that great masses of young people 
were outside it, and these have ‘lost 
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ev) 
all sense of orientation.’ 

“Virtually all the young men of 
Germany are in prison camps, he 
said, ‘their lives emptied of almost 
every value.’ With the entire country 
Nazified, the only institution remain- 
ing, he added, is the church. 

“Criticizing those who speak glibly 
of the re-education of Germany with- 
out being able to define what they 
mean, Dr. Visser ’t Hooft stressed the 
need for ‘a definitely rooted educa- 
tion, a Christian education.’ 

“He predicted that between the 
only two systems of education in Ger- 
many (Christian and Communist) 
there would be keen rivalry.”

Church Decline 

Membership in churches stays up, 
but attendance and interest wane, 
and many church doors are about to 
close. What is the cause of this tragic 
circumstance? There can be but one 
answer. So long as men preached the 
gospel, lived holy lives, and preached 
the truth of the gospel and salvation 
from sin, the churches of our country 
were active soul-saving stations. 
However, as ministers from time to 
time and from place to place con- 
tinued to question the truth and to 
deny the miraculous power of the 
gospel, they instituted infidelity and 
unbelief both in the pulpit and pew. 
The result could be but one thing. 
First, loss of faith and spirituality; 
second, loss of membership. The 
remedy lies in a return to the truth of 
the gospel.

I have read after a good many writ- 
ers on this most important subject, 
who used different scriptures to sub- 





gain. 

First, Webster says to be born is to 
be produced or brought into life. To 
be born again is to be regenerated 
and renewed. Beget means to pro- 
create as a father or sire; to generate, 
as to beget a son. A begetter is one 
who begets or procreates, a father. We 
give only a sketch of the definition. 

We read that in the beginning God 
formed man and then took a rib from 
his side, closed up the place thereof, 
made Adam a helpmeet, and brought 
her to him, and he called her woman. 
From their first-born son up to this 
time children have been born into the 
world by fleshly birth, quoted in St. 
John, third chapter. Naturally, the 
Holy Ghost plays a part in our sal- 
vation; the blood plays a part and the 
Word of God plays a part. They all 
have their power in working out our 
salvation, bringing about the new 
birth, all done in obeying the truth. 
Amen. 

Baptism plays its part in a be- 
liever’s life in answer to a good con- 
science toward God. In Rom. 6:1-4 
Paul teaches us that baptism is fig- 
urative of a death, burial, and resur- 
rection. Now we quote John 3:5, 
“Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Ex- 
cept a man be born of water and of 
the Spirit, he cannot enter into the

@ 200 of God.” Also notice verse 4. 
, icodemus was astonished at Jesus 
saying, “Ye must be born again.” He 
asked the Master a question, “How 

| can a man be born when he is old, 
can he enter the second time into his 
mother’s womb, and be born?” Nico- 
demus, it seems, understood the first 
birth, of the flesh, but he was now 
mystified, so then Jesus quoted the 
fifth verse. “Ye must be born of water 
and of the Spirit.” Then in the sixth 
verse Jesus made it very plain, when 

He distinguished between the two 
births and positively said, “That 
(@Pwhich is born of the flesh is flesh; 
and that which is born of the Spirit 
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is spirit.” It seemed that Nicodemus 
marvelled and Jesus quoted the 
seventh verse, “Marvel not that I said 
unto thee, Ye must be born again.” 
Then verse eight, “The wind bloweth 
where it listeth, and thou hearest 
the sound thereof, but canst not tell 
whence it cometh, and whither it 
goeth: so is every one that is born of 
the Spirit.” Jesus never mentioned 
the water in this verse. He explained 
it when He said that the fleshly birth 
was of the flesh and the spiritual 
birth was of the Spirit. 


In Rom. 10:17 Paul says, “Faith 
cometh by hearing, and hearing by 
the word of God,” so the Holy Ghost 
is truly an agent in conveying salva- 
tion to the lost sinner. Faith plays its 
part in our deliverance but all agen- 
cies have their medium through 
which to work and that is the gospel 
of Christ which is the power of God 
unto salvation to them that believe. 
In this chapter, the fifteenth verse 
says, “And how shall they preach, ex- 
cept they be sent.” What shall they 
preach? 1 Peter 1:12 says to preach 
the gospel with the Holy Ghost sent 
down from heaven, so the gospel is 
the means that the Holy Ghost uses 
through human instrumentality and 
by this method sinners hear and are 
convinced of their sins and are con- 
verted, saved, regenerated, born 
again, and changed from a natural 
state to a spiritual state. The Holy 
Ghost is an agent to convince and 
convert the world from sin. St. John 
16:8, “And when he is come, he will 
reprove the world of sin, and of right- 
eousness, and of judgment.” He, the 
Holy Ghost, leads into the way of all 
truth. We all have redemption in 
hearing and obeying the truth. In 
Romans Paul says the gospel of Christ 
is the power of God unto salvation. 


Heb. 4:12, “For the word of God is 
quick, and powerful, and sharper 
than any twoedged sword.” It is also 
called the sword of the Spirit. “The 
sower soweth the word.” St. John 6: 
68, “Thou hast the words of eternal 
life.” “Is not my word like as a fire? 
saith the Lord; and like a hammer 
that breaketh the rocks in pieces?” 
Jer. 23:29. So God uses human in- 
strumentality sent by the Holy Ghost 
to preach His Word, the gospel, to the 
lost, and through this gospel preach-

ing men and women are convinced of 
their transgressions. They are con- 
victed that they are lost sinners and 
at this stage a godly sorrow begins 
which worketh repentance unto Sal- 
vation. While all this mighty power of 
the gospel and of the grace of God and 
of the sweetness of His love purifies 
our hearts by faith, it is enough to 
set up a flowing river of the water of 
life in our hearts and souls. This sure- 
ly would be a new creature, a born- 
again person, saved from sin. Every 
living soul from Adam to this present 
time has been born into this world 
from an unseen state to a_ visible 
state. This is the birth of the flesh. 
This is the first birth and Jesus 
plainly and positively said, “Ye must 
be born again,” meaning from above. 
There needs be no other proof that 
the Word of God plays some part in 
the spiritual birth according to 1 Cor. 
4:15. Paul states, “For in Christ Jesus 
I have begotten you through the 
gospel.” James 1:18, “Of his own will 
begat he us with the word of truth, 
that we should be a kind of first- 
fruits of his creatures.” A person ac- 
cepting Christ is begotten by the 
Word. Jesus said that which is born of 
the flesh is flesh, and that which is 
born of the Spirit is spirit. 


The Word of God is an agent in our 
spiritual birth. The birth of the flesh 
brings us into the world and the birth 
of the Spirit places us in the spiritual 
realm or the family of God. When our 
Christ made a proposition in His 
Word and we accepted it into our 
heart, the birth of the Spirit auto- 
matically is wrought. Let us notice St. 
John 17:17, “Sanctify them through 
thy truth; thy word is truth.” This 
scripture applies to sanctification. 
The subject of the new birth is one 
thing and sanctification is another, 
the birth making a new generation, 
repenting and being forgiven of nat- 
ural sins. Sanctification has to do 
with quality and holiness. This is 
done through the truth with the 
blood and by the Holy Ghost. See Heb. 
13:12; St. John 17:17; Rom. 15:16. 

The blood plays a special part in 
sanctifying the believer. That which 
is born of the flesh is flesh, and that 
of the Spirit is spirit, We are 
born into the world by a fleshly birth

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The Destruction of Jerusalem 


(An example of the coming of Je- 
sus and the end of the world.) 


THE GREAT QUESTION ANSWERED 

The great question of Matthew 24 
is, Why and how could Jesus begin a 
sentence with words relating to the 
destruction of Jerusalem under Titus, 
A.D. 70, and end that same sentence 
with words relating to events in the 
end of the age? Christ begins His de- 
scription of the ruin of Jerusalem, 
and ends it with a description of His 
return. His prophecy of both the de- 
struction of Jerusalem and the great 
tribulation are so blended that one 
can hardly separate the two. The 
question is very easy when once we 
see that Jesus makes the ruin of Jeru- 
salem and the Jews a perfect ex- 
ample, or type, of the ruin of the 
world in the end of the age. One 
prophecy refers to both events. This 
is often duplicated in prophecy, and 
is made possible in the repetitions of 
history. History so nearly repeats it- 
self sometimes that one prophecy 
may refer to several events. What 
characterized Jerusalem will charac- 
terize the whole earth in the end of 
the age; that which filled the meas- 
ure of sin upon the Jews will be the 
same upon the whole earth in the end 
of the age, and that which happened 
to Jerusalem (the desolations of the 
Roman armies) is made to exem- 
plify what will happen to the whole 
earth in the end, that is, the great 
battle of Armageddon. Hence, the 
prophecy of Jerusalem is revived and 
reproduced in the Great Tribulation 
and the coming of Jesus. Let us there- 
fore view the ruin of Jerusalem and 
the Jews as an example of the ruin 
of this wicked world in the end of the 
age. Let us observe 


I. THE REASON OF THE 
DESTRUCTION 

Four things occasioned the ruin of 
Jerusalem: (1) Apostate religion; (2) 
rejection of Christ; (3) rejection of 
the Holy Ghost, and (4) they mocked 
the messengers of God, the apostles. 
These are the four things that will 
bring the world to an end, and they 
are being reacted very much today. 


II. CHRIST REJECTED 
“And Jesus went out, and departed 
from the temple,” Verse 1. When 
Christ goes out the house is left deso- 
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late. The same night Jesus departed 
from the temple He wept over the 
city, and said, “Behold, your house is 
left unto you desolate.” Most churches 
are today saying with those in the 
temple, “Depart from us.” To reject 
Christ is an abomination of desola- 
tion. 


III. JUDGMENT DECREED 


When Jesus went out and departed 
from the temple He decreed judgment 
against it: “There shall not be left 
here one stone that shall not be 
thrown down.” Those who are now 
rejecting God, and saying, “Depart 
from me,” may well expect to hear the 
same words from God when they 
think to enter the kingdom of God, 
for there is coming a time when the 
Master of the house will rise up, and 
shut the door, and those who think 
to enter will find themselves thrust 
out. (Luke 13:24.) There is coming a 
time when the door of mercy will 
close upon those who now reject the 
call of the gospel of Christ. The Bible 
speaks of a time when the judgments 
of God will be poured out without 
mixture of mercy. The judgments of 
God are now in the earth but there is 
still a mixture of mercy, but the time 
will come when there will be no mix- 
ture. Woe unto this world when the 
unmixed wrath of God is poured out. 
“Behold, the Lord cometh with ten 
thousands of his saints, to execute 
judgment upon ALL, and to con- 
vince ALL that are ungodly among 
them of ALL their ungodly deeds 
which they have ungodly committed, 
and of ALL their hard speeches which 
ungodly sinners have spoken against 
him,” Jude 14, 15. Notice in this verse 
there are four “all’s.” 


IV. IT WAS A SUDDEN 
DESTRUCTION 

Often Jesus warned His disciples of 
the great speed the Romans would 
make in taking the city. He told them 
in advance that the armies would 
compass the city around, and keep 
them in on every side; and with such 
speed would they do this that if one 
were working in the field or on top of 
his house when he heard the alarm 
of war he would not have time to re- 
turn to his house to get his clothes 
and house things; but must flee for 
his life into the hills of Judea. This is 
made an example of the great speed

Christ will make in coming to th 
earth. He will come like lightning 
that shines from east to west. “Be- 
hold, I come quickly.” This illustrates 
how necessary it is for us to keep our- 
selves prepared, and watching at all 
times for the return of the Lord. 
This should quicken watchfulness, 
and stir us to constant prayer and 
faith. Christ warned His people ‘th 
unless they were alert when th 
alarm of war was given they would 
surely be shut up in the city with the 
rest of the unbelievers, and would 
surely be destroyed with them. Jesus 
did not leave His people without a 
definite sign by which to know when 
the Roman armies were coming; 
neither has He left us without a def- 
inite sign of the coming of the Lord. 
Those are blind indeed who cannot 
see and understand that this wicked 
world is hastening to an end. 
V. IT WAS A SNARING 
DESTRUCTION 

Jesus warned His people of how apt 
they were to be shut up in the city, 
and suffer along with the unbelieving 
Jews. He told them forcefully that the 
Roman army would completely circle 
the city, dig a trench about it, and 
keep the Jews in on every side, and 
with such speed that one would have 
barely time to escape. If you’re in the 
field or on top of the house, don’t re- 
turn to the house to get your clothes 
and house things. In other words, 
you will have all you can do to save 
yourself, and if you try to move your 
worldly possessions along with you, 
the army will overtake you and shut 
you up in the city. Here is an example 
of how free we must be of the love of 
this world and the things of th 
world to be accepted of God whe 
Christ comes. Jesus warned His peo- 
ple there in Jerusalem that unless 
they were willing to leave all their 
worldly possessions, and escape for 
their bare lives into the mountains of 
Judea, they would surely be over- 
taken and slain by the invading army. 
They must choose between the love of 
their worldly possessions and the 
commandments of Christ. Their es- 
cape to the hills would cost them all 
their worldly goods, but to save their 
goods would cost them their lives. You 
cannot serve both God and mammo 
Jesus said, “Watch ye therefore, an@®

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The Great Commission 


a “And he said unto them, Go ye into 


all the world, and preach the gospel 
to every creature. He that believeth 
and is baptized shall be saved; but he 
that believeth not shall be damned,” 
Mark 16:15, 16. 


Christian missions is the proclama- 
tion of the gospel to the unconverted 


and of Christ. Missions comes from 
the Latin word “mitto”—I send. 
A missionary is therefore a sent one. 
The word “gospel” means good tid- 
ings. The very name “gospel” in- 
dicates its nature, for tidings can be 
tidings only to those who are igno- 
rant of them, and they can be good 
tidings only to those who hear them. 
It is therefore the very essence of the 
gospel (good tidings) that it be pro- 
claimed to all men. According to the 
command of Christ, the missionary 
enterprise rests upon His command 
and commission for its authority. He 
gave an order clear, explicit, peremp- 
tory, “Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every creature.” 
This is His final command which is 
both imperative and inclusive and is 
binding upon His followers every- 
where and for all times. 

Jesus Christ was the greatest mis- 
sionary that ever lived. But before we 
go to the New Testament to find mis- 
sionary characters let us go to the Old 
Testament. It should not be _ over- 
looked that while Christian missions 
properly began in the New Testament 
the missionary idea is found all 
through the Old Testament. The 
Bible is a missionary book from cover 
to cover. 


Abraham was the first missionary, 


@ the Lord had said unto Abra- 


ham, Get thee out of thy country and 
from thy kindred, and from thy fa- 
ther’s house, unto a land that I will 
shew thee: and I will make of thee a 
great nation, and I will bless thee, 
and make thy name great; and thou 
shalt be a blessing,” Genesis 12:1, 2. 
In this reference we find God is 
sending the first missionary out on a 
journey. He promises him that He will 
make of him a great nation. Also, He 
promised that Abraham would be a 
blessing. We read in the fourth verse 
that Abraham had departed even as 


@in- Lord had spoken unto him. We 


find that the missionary Abram was 
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submissive to the call of God. He went 
out into a land and knew not whither 
he went. We boast about being the 
seed of Abraham—listen, friend of 
mine, if we be the seed of Abraham 
we will do the works of Abraham. 
Abraham began the long procession 
of missionaries which have covered 
four thousand years of time. I believe 
we would rightly term Joseph a God- 
sent missionary to Egypt and the ad- 
joining countries of his day. In Gene- 
sis 45:5 we have these words of Joseph 
speaking to his brethren, “Now there- 
fore be not grieved, nor angry with 
yourselves, that ye sold me hither: 
FOR GOD DID SEND ME BEFORE 
YOU TO PRESERVE LIFE.” 


Esther is also a beautiful missionary 
type. She is identified by nature with 
a condemned race but elevated by 
grace to a place of royal favor. She 
rightly interprets her position of priv- 
ilege as meant not for her own selfish 
gratification, but as a God-given 
opportunity to help her _ people. 
So at the risk of her own life 
she rescued a whole nation from 
impending doom. Insamuch as 
Esther dared to risk her life 
for her people, thus the missionary 
of today will.gladly risk his life to go 
into a far country and tell the lost 
about Jesus, not because of any self- 
ish will of their own, but rather be- 
cause they love the souls of the 
heathen. 

We could rightfully term Jonah to- 
day the runaway mssionary as he was 
sent by God to Nineveh. God’s plan 
was for Jonah to preach to the Nine- 
vites, but this was not Jonah’s plan. 
Jonah reminds us of preachers today 
who turn from that that God has 
called them to do to work at a “two- 
by-four” job for filthy lucre. After 
Jonah had received his chastisement 
from the Lord we read in Jonah 3:4, 
“And Jonah began to enter into the 
city a day’s journey, and he cried, 
and said, Yet forty days, and Nineveh 
Shall be overthrown.” We could term 
Jonah the “hard-boiled” preacher. 
We donot find any love mixed in 
with his gospel. He just declared forty 
days and Nineveh would be over- 
thrown, and, in the face of all of this 
Nineveh believed God, proclaimed a 
fast, and put on sackcloth, from the 


greatest of them even unto the least 
of them, and God saw their works, 
that they had turned from their evil 
way, and He spared the people and 
their city. 

Today we have pastors who pet the 
people and do their best to persuade 
and coax them to seek the Lord, and 
after all this some won’t come to God. 
Yes, Jonah was a missionary to Nine- 
veh! 

Some of the messages of Isaiah and 
Amos reached out beyond Israel, 
while Jeremiah’s burden was concern- 
ing the Gentiles. The Jews of the cap- 
tivity and the dispersion, headed by 
Daniel himself, were theistic mission- 
aries to the East as well as southern 
Europe and northern Africa, down to 
the time of Christ. 

By such landmarks as these is the 
missionary design traceable through- 
out the Old Testament. 

CHRISTIAN MISSIONS IN THE 

NEW TESTAMENT 

The very fact that Christ left His 
home in glory and heaven was robbed 
of its brightest jewel that He might 
come to this low land of sin and sor- 
row and die upon the cross, made Him 
the greatest missionary that ever 
lived. If Jesus had the missionary 
spirit, then you and I must have the 
missionary spirit, “for if any man 
hath not this spirit of Christ, he is 
none of his.” The missionary is one 
sent into a foreign country. He is sent 
from God. 

We must remember that heathen 
lands reek with filthy and degrading 
habits, abominable practices, unmen- 
tionable cruelties and crimes, and 
every form of moral corruption is 
freely tolerated and indulged. Slav- 
ery, witchcraft, caste, polygamy, and 
the like furnish notorious illustrations 
of these things. The missionary’s pur- 
pose is to correct these things. Jesus 
Christ came to this land of sorrow 
that the law would no more be re- 
corded on tables of stone, but on the 
tables of our hearts. Also, He came to 
do away with the blood of bulls and 
goats to atone for sin. In the place of 
the blood of animals He gave His 
blood. 

Someone asked, “Why should we be 
concerned about other nations, even 
if Christ did do all this?” The answer 
is, “We are our brother’s keeper. God 
does not have respect of persons. In 
Acts 17:26 we have these words, “And 
have made of one blood all nations of 
men for to dwell on the face of the

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The Wedding Garment 


REV. I. S. CRUMPTON 


Text: Matt. 22:11. “And when the 
king came in to see the guest, he saw 
there a man which had not on a wed- 
ding garment.” 

This parable of the marriage of the 
king’s son should be a lesson to us, 
for we need to realize the spiritual 
condition of anyone who does not 
have on a wedding garment. We are 
all invited to take a trip to the mar- 
riage in the sky; therefore, if we 
are to be acceptable for this event, we 
must be properly dressed according to 
God’s idea or plan. 

The wedding garment consists of 
fine linen clean and white. This fine 
linen is the robe of salvation, or the 
righteousness of the saints. Rev. 19: 
7, 8, “Let us be glad and rejoice, and 
give honor to him; for the marriage 
of the Lamb is come, and his wife 
hath made herself ready. And to her 
was granted that she should be ar- 
rayed in fine linen, clean and white: 
for the fine linen is the righteousness 
of the saints.” Isa. 61:10, “I will great- 
ly rejoice in the Lord, my soul shall be 
joyful in my God; for he hath clothed 
me with the garments of salvation, he 
hath covered me with the robe of 
righteousness.” 


NECESSITY OF A WEDDING 
GARMENT 

The wedding in the skies will be 
different from an earthly wedding, as 
every individual is invited to attend 
this heavenly celebration. No one 
knows the day nor the hour of this 
wedding, not even the angels in heav- 
en. It behooves all of us to have on 
the wedding garment, be always ready 
and watching. Matt. 24:44, “There- 
fore be ye also ready: for in such an 
hour as ye think not the Son of man 
cometh.” Matt. 25:6, “And at mid- 
night there was a cry made, Behold 
the bridegroom cometh; go ye out to 
meet him.” 

Where we spend eternity is deter- 
mined by the way we are spiritually 
dressed. Being in possession and daily 
wearing the wedding garment is an 
insurance policy for our souls. On ac- 
count of the sudden destruction of 
life and property, a majority of people 
purchase insurance on their  build- 
ings, stock, automobile, and their 
lives. It is proper and fitting to do 
these things, but the saddest and 
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greatest mistake in anyone’s life is 
failing to insure his soul. The soul be- 
comes insured when we obtain God’s 
wedding garment, or a robe of right- 
eousness, and continue to wear it. 
OBTAINING THE WEDDING 
GARMENT 

Anyone can purchase a wedding 
garment from God, regardless of 
wealth or color, if he will erect an al- 
tar, come to Christ confessing his 
sins, and meet the required condi- 
tions. 

Before we can put on the robe of 
righteousness we must be cleansed of 
all unrighteousness. The wedding gar- 
ment will not fit when we try to put 
it on over garments of unrighteous- 
ness; therefore, God has made the 
way whereby everyone can get rid of 
all ungodliness in his life. 1 John 1:9, 
“If we confess our sins, he is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness.” 

There is not any intelligent person 
who would think of wearing a new 
garment over filthy worn clothes and 
a dirty body. He would first remove 
the old garments and cleanse his 
body. Civilization naturally expects 
this of every individual; therefore, it 
only looks reasonable that God would 
expect us to be spiritually cleansed 
instead of trying to wear the robe of 
righteousness over an unclean life, 
which is all spotted with sin. 1 John 
1:7, “But if we walk in the light, we 
have fellowship one with another, 
and the blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin.” This 
cleansing must take place before God 
permits us to have a wedding gar- 
ment. There are many fluids recom- 
mended for cleaning different arti- 
cles, but the only fluid that has ever 
been found that will cleanse a life 
from sin is the blood of Jesus Christ. 

BENEFITS OF THE WEDDING 
GARMENT 

If we are walking in the light as He 
is in the light, we will be closely con- 
nected with Christ, keeping His com- 
mandments, and justified in His 
sight. We will then have on a robe of 
righteousness or a wedding garment. 
Being justified keeps anyone spirit- 
ually clothed in a manner that is 
pleasing to God. 

Any individual arrayed in a wed- 


ding garment, living a holy justified 
life, is at peace with God. Rom. 5:1, 
“Therefore being justified by faith, 
we have peace with God through o 
Lord Jesus Christ.” This is the onl 
peace that can be found in this world. 
John 14: 27, “Peace I leave with you, 
my peace I give unto you: not as the 
world giveth, give.I unto you. Let not 
your heart be troubled, neither let it 
be afraid.” When God dresses us with 
His spiritual garments there are no 
troubled, fearful hearts; no fear in 
this life nor the life to come. 

What a contrast between the man! 
spoken of in the text and an indivi- 
dual clothed with righteousness. The 
man without the wedding garment 
was speechless and without any ex- 
cuse, when the king came in to see 
the guest. This will be the condition 
of many when the call comes’ 
for them to go. This man represents a 
professor and nota possessor. He 
was spiritually blind and naked, a so- 
called Christian, or a church member 
who had the world fooled about his 
vesture, but not the king who came in 
to see them. Neither can we deceive 
the all-seeing eye of God, who 
searches the very intent of the heart. 

When we have on the wedding gar- 
ment, we love God, keep His com- 
mandments, and are looking for the 
coming of Christ without any fear; 
therefore, when the trumpet of God 
shall sound, we shall rise to meet Him 
in the air. 1 Thess. 4:16, 17, “For the 
Lord himself shall descend from heav- 
en with a shout, with the voice of the 
archangel, and with the trump of God: 
and the dead in Christ shall rise first: 
Then we which are alive and remain 
shall be caught up together with 
them in the clouds, to meet the Lord 
in the air: and so shall we ever be 
with the Lord.” The wedding garment 
will enable anyone to pass all inspec- 
tions for this trip. 

Every normal-minded individual 
will reason and realize, if they just 
stop to think, that everyone should be 
ready for the first airplane ride. Rev. 
20:6, “Blessed and holy is he that 
hath part in the first resurrection: 
on such the second death hath no 
power, but they shall be priests of God 
and of Christ, and shall reign with 
him a thousand years.” Rev. 20:5, 
“But the rest of the dead lived not 
again until the thousand years were 
finished.”

LOCATED 
Much Prayer Needed 

We have a letter from Brother 
Herman J. Lauster, our missionary to 
Germany, which we are printing be- 
low. You will be able to see from this 
letter that he is being held as a pris- 
oner of war in England. We have con- 
tacted the British Embassy in Wash- 
ington, D. C., but they did not give 
any encouragement for his release, 
inasmuch as he was captured among 
other German soldiers. There is no 
doubt in our minds that he was 
drafted into the German Army 
against his will. In fact, we have a 
letter from a contractor in Guernsey, 
one of the British Channel Islands, 
informing us that Brother Lauster 
was a wonderful man of God and had 
been holding prayer meetings in his 
home prior to being transferred to 
England as a prisoner of war. Please 
pray that the Lord will make it pos- 
sible for the British to get his true 
record so that he may be released. Of 
course, no one can blame the British 
for holding him since thousands of 
captured Germans put up all kinds of 
stories trying to make believe that 
they were anti-Nazi. The same 
God who delivered him when he was 
put in prison during the Nazi regime 
for preaching the gospel, is able to ef- 
fect a deliverance again. 

We received aletter from Sister 
Lauster the same day we received one 
from him. Evidently, she is back at 

ome trying to care for the church 
work in his absence. We have been in- 
formed from another source that we 
have twélve churches in Germany, 
brought up through the influence of 
Brother and Sister Lauster despite 
the terrible handicap of the hatred 
of the Nazi regime. PRAY! PRAY! 
PRAY! 

“To the Church of God: 

“My dearly beloved, greetings in 
the Beloved! My heart is full of 
thanks to tell youIam very well, 
though I am a prisoner of war—I am 


free—Hallelujah! 
* “Years have slipped by since you 


heard from me, years that have 
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counted unspeakably for the Church. 
The cross was heavy over our way but 
the One who tasted the bitter for us 
was sweet in it with us. Thanks be to 
our Lord for the victory. 

“The Church of God is founded in 
Germany with twelve new churches. 
Hundreds have been saved and filled 
and signs and wonders are following 
everywhere, in spite of hardest per- 
secutions. Romans 8:28, 29 tells it all. 
He that made us worthy, to Him be all 
the glory. The last week in Guernsey, 
after being there three years as a 
soldier, was the sweetest there. There 
will be a church in Guernsey! Pray 
that they may get started. It is mar- 
velous what God is doing here. A 
mighty revival is on its way. Hun- 
dreds of very hungry souls are listen- 
ing. Wherever I walk they surround 
me. The anointing is the sweetest 
man can know. I cannot express it in 
words—Gal. 2:20. We will have a 
mighty revival sweeping the world. 


“When do I see all of you? Pray for 
me. Thanks be to those precious 
saints who led me to this, His Church 
of God—-Brother Marine, Brother 
Milligan, Brother Seyda, of Maryland, 
Brother Messer, and all of the rest of 
them. Greetings to all the Church, es- 
pecially at Grasonville, Maryland, 
and Easton, Maryland. Please tele- 
graph my wife at once by night let- 
ter, if possible, and write a copy of 
this letter as I cannot reach her yet. 
She has been a mother in Israel, so I 
hear. Only God knows what she has 
suffered for this precious cause. 
Please write at once by air to me. God 
bless England and America.

MORE NEWS FROM THE 
LAUSTERS IN GERMANY 


Following is a letter from Sister 
Lauster written for the Church of 
God Evangel on June 10, 1945. I am 
sure you will be happy to hear from 
them again. We had a letter from Sis- 
ter Lauster, written to their home 
church in Maryland, which states 
that their son, Walter, was con- 
scripted and sent to the Russian 
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Front to fight. He was wounded and 
returned home and, after he re- 
covered, they kept him hidden until 
the Americans came. 


Please pray earnestly that the Lord 
will help us to obtain the release of 
Brother Lauster from the prisoner- 
of-war camp in England. 

“To our dear friends so far away: 

“It is some time since we knew any- 
thing of you and we wonder how you 
are and of the Church and its prog- 
ress. Thanks and praise be unto the 
Lord who has protected our lives in 
all this terrible time of war which we 
had to go through. 

“It is now three years since Brother 
Lauster has been on the British Canal 
Island named Guernsey, between 
France and Great Britain. After he 
came out of the concentration camp 
he had to work, but he still did not 
stop working for the Lord. Soon the 
Nazis went after him again. We had 
to go through much persecution and 
prayed day and night for this regime 
of Hitler’s to be removed. Now we can 
see that God answers prayer. He has 
answered our cries to Him many 
times. What a terrible man Hitler and 
his helpers were. Lives of precious 
people were cheap in their sight. It 
was told us many times that the con- 
centration camp was waiting for us, 
but we trusted in God and we knew 
He was able, and surely He was able! 
The very gallows they had prepared 
for us, they shall be hanged on them- 
selves. Sometimes we fasted three 
days. Often the power of darkness was 
great. One time the dear Lord showed 
me the book of Esther, and Brother 
Lauster loved to read 2 Kings 19. We 
believed with all our hearts that vic- 
tory would come. 

“Today it is all in the past. I only 
hope that Brother Lauster will come 
home very soon so that the work of 
the Lord may go forward. He is need- 
ed very much to organize the differ- 
ent churches and help our preachers 
to get more established in faith and 
doctrine. I hope he had a chance to 
let you know where he is. We have 
not heard from him for over three

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An Ever-Present Help 


I should like in these pressing, sift- 
ing days, to sound a note of praise 
for One who is my ever-present help. 
It seems so noticeable, as time rolls 
on, the way the saints are letting 
down on healing, and I do know that 
even in this, if we will let Him be, He 
is still an ever-present help. 


I recall that in the winter of 1921 
or ’22, God had just recently gotten a 
hook in my jaw and safely drawn me 
on board, when I was made to realize 
that He was a healer of our bodies 
also. I had been a lifetime sufferer of 
asthma. I had heard that the Pente- 
costal folks prayed for sick people. I 
was smothering very badly, as I had 
been so many times before. It never 
came into my mind to doubt my being 
healed. It seemed as a natural thing 
to me, seeing He had so sweetly saved, 
sanctified, and filled me with the 
Holy Ghost. So I walked over to the 
pastor’s home and told himI wanted 
to be healed of asthma. Truly I have 
never, not in the least, had asthma 
again. Bless His Holy name! 


I will just touch on a few things, as 
it wouldn’t do to try to tell about all 
of them. We were out in Oklahoma 
when the above took place, but moved 
soon after to Texas. We had been 
there one week when I walked down 
a highway. A car turned a curve and 
hit me, without any warning. It 
somehow caught my dress and 
dragged me about a hundred yards 
down the highway, killing my five- 
month-old baby girl instantly. I was 
bruised all over. My right limb was 
broken above the knee. I spent four 
weeks in a hospital, not even knowing 
anyone who could pray. Then I went 
home and the week I was at home I 
fell, breaking my limb again. I spent 
five more weeks in the hospital. 
I came home this time an invalid. I 
went in a wheel-chair for a year. 
Finally I heard of a Christian lady 
(who later became a very dear 
friend) who prayed for the sick. She 
was Sister Irene Hodges, of Murchi- 
son, Texas. I wrote her a letter and 
asked her if she would pray for my 
healing. She sent me an anointed 
handkerchief and told me to lay it on 
the afflicted part and believe and God 
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would heal me. I did as she told me, 
and God immediately gave me 
strength to get out of the chair, take 
my crutches, and walk. I should not 
have taken the crutches. If I had 
known then as I do now, I would have 
walked without them. I walked with 
the aid of crutches for a year, rejoic+ 
ing that I could do this much. 

My husband came home one day 
bringing me news of a revival about 
seven miles away. I had not heard of 
holiness in any way since I left Okla- 
homa. Oh, how I rejoiced! We hitched 
the team to the old wagon and went 
to the tent meeting. Husband helped 
me in when we started from home 
and we forgot the crutches. Never be- 
fore had we forgotten them. Well, 
only God knows why, and I never can 
remember how I got in the tent, but 
the best part is that God healed me 
completely that night and I walked 
from then on without my crutches. 

Six years ago my baby boy drowned 
in a tub of water. He was as limp as 
any dead person when I took him 
from the tub. I ran with him about a 
half a block to a woman who could 
pray. I laid him on the bed. There was 
still no life as far as we could see. We 
prayed and when we finished he 
roused like he had been asleep. He is 
a fine little schoolboy now. 

Last but not least, about five years 
ago I began having some kind of 
sinking spells. I think it probably was 
caused by a nervous breakdown and 
typhoid fever some years before. All 
of a sudden I would just sink. away 
helpless, unable to speak sometimes 
for a day at a time. In the meantime 
husband died, leaving me with three 
small children. We had a hard time 
getting by. We had moved to Cali- 
fornia before his death. We had no 
money. I had these spells fast. Many, 
many times neighbors brought food 
or came and prepared it for us. I could 
hardly keep the children in school. I 
grew so disgusted so many times and 
I cannot say why I lingered so long 
and was not healed. I had been 
prayed for many times and was seem- 
ingly delivered, only to have the 
thing come back again. I’ve been crit- 
icized and ridiculed by relatives and 
friends and I cannot understand why. 
Only God knows why I have had such 
a test. It seems that as sure as I went 


to church, over I would go (and I was 
never absent without a very good rea- 
son until I had a battle about going). 
I thought so many times, “I’m not go- 
ing again.” I remember that once 
they had to wrap a quilt around me 
at church like I was dead, and carry 
me home. I was living for God to the 
very best of my knowledge and I will 
never know till I get to heaven why I 
lingered so long. 

One night I went to church in Bak- 
ersfield. I had a very bad spell and 
the saints had prayed till all nope 
was lost, I suppose. Finally I got over 
one spell long enough that I got in a 
car by one on each side helping, then 
I passed out again. They all prayed 
again with no visible results. A broth- 
er by the name of Brock came when 
everyone had given up, and I remem- 
ber he said, “Come out of her, Satan, 
and don’t you ever come back again.” 
All at once something let go of me as 
though I had been held tightly in a 
viselike grip. I felt as peaceful as 
though I had awakened from an aw- 
ful nightmare, and glad to know 
that once more I was awake. I went 
back into the church where services 
had just ended, perfectly whole. 
Praise His sweet name! This healing 
took place about two or more months 
ago (at this writing), and I am still 
healed. I know that He is still my 
ever-present help in time of trouble.

earth, and hath determined the 
times before appointed, and _ the 
bounds of their habitation.” Accord- 
ing to this scripture we are all the 
sons of Adam and all nations of men 
are made of one blood. Therefore, 
this gospel is for all peoples of the 
earth. Thus it is the responsibility of 
someone to deliver the message. The 
Apostle Paul stated in Romans 1:14- 


Me 16, “I am debtor both to the Greeks, 


( 


and to the Barbarians; both to the 
wise, and to the unwise. So, as much 
as in me is, I am ready to 
preach the gospel to you that are at 
Rome also. For I am not ashamed of 
the gospel of Christ: for it is the 
power of God unto salvation to every- 
one that believeth; to the Jew first 
and also to the Greek.” 

According to the 14th verse we are 
certainly indebted to someone, even 
to the wise and to the unwise. Let us 
note that the great apostle was not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ for 
he declared it to be the power of God 
unto salvation unto everyone that be- 
lieveth. The power of the gospel is 
the same today as it was in Paul’s 
day. God has always worked through 
human instrumentality, and always 
will.

Stephen was the first Christian 
martyr for the gospel.

He declared 
in Romans 10:12-15, “For there 
is no difference between the Jew and 
the Greek; for the same Lord over all 
is rich unto all that call upon him.

How 
then shall they call on him in whom 
they have not believed? and how 
shall they believe in him of whom 
they have not heard? and how shall 
they hear without a preacher?

heard about Him? and how shall they 
hear without a preacher? The Lord 
calls men from various walks of life 
to preach this gospel.

It is my profound conviction that 
the reason many ministers have 
buried their talent and failed to let 
their light shine is because they 
wanted to stay around home and 
never launch out into the deep or go 
where the Lord would have them to 
go.A man that is commissioned by the 
Lord to a job need never fear, because 
the Lord will bless and take care of 
him. I appreciate the fact that the 
Church of God is a missionary church, 
with missionaries or representatives 
in approximately thirty foreign coun- 
tries. My brother, you. and I may not 
feel lead to be missionaries, but we 
are responsible to God for the man 
that will go. 

There are those who will tell you 
that they do not believe in foreign 
missions but believe in home missions, 
but you may mark that fellow. In the 
majority of cases he will not even give 
to home missions. . 

I heard about an usher who was 
passing the collection plate for a mis- 
ion offering. As the plate was passed 
to one man he shook his head and 
said in a low tone, “I don’t believe in 
missions.” ‘The usher said, “Take 
something out of the plate then, this 
offering is for the heathens.” 

The man who does not believe in 
missions surely does not know for 
what Christ died on the cross. Any 
church that is not a missionary 
church will soon die, because Christ 
said, “Go ye into all the world, and 


preach the gospel to every creature. 

We who sleep on good beds and eat 
good food should not spare our purses 
in giving to the mission cause, and 
pastors must be examples to the 
flocks if they expect their members 
to give. I have always noticed that 
God blessed the liberal pastor, but 
the pastor that is too stingy to give 
finds it difficult sometimes to get a 
church to pastor. 

May the Lord bless this message to 
the heart of the reader and may we 
all receive a greater vision of mis- 
sions than ever before. Amen.

pray always, that ye may be account- 
ed worthy to escape all these things 
that shall come to pass, and to stand 
before the Son of man,” Luke 21:36. 
“And take heed to yourselves, lest at 
any time your hearts be overcharged 
with surfeiting, and drunkenness, and 
cares of this life, and so that day come 
upon you unawares. For as a snare 
shall it come on all them that dwell 
upon the face of the whole earth,” 
Verses 34, 35. See her, as the destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem was a snare to the 
Jews, so the coming of the Lord will be 
a snare to all them that dwell upon 
the face of the earth. 

It was love for material things that 
Jesus warned the Jews of, and de- 
clared that this was apt to hold them 
in the city, and snare them in the 
great ruin of Jerusalem; and this be- 
ing an example of how free we must 
be of the love of money to be account- 
ed worthy to escape when Jesus 
comes, we are not left without a way 
of knowing if we are ready, truly 
ready, for that grand event. Yes, we 
can know, but I am afraid too many 
church members don’t want to hear 
the answer. Jesus declared that those 
who loved their clothes and house 
things above the commandments of 
God would NOT escape the destruc- 
tion and then He backs this fearful 
warning with a fearful example, Lot’s 
wife. “Remember Lot’s wife.” Remem- 
ber, when Lot went out of Sodom his 
wife looked back, looked back to her 
clothes and house things, to her place 
in worldly society. Jesus intimates this 
to be her sin. Remember her sin. It 
exemplifies the condition of thou- 
sands of church members today. So 
here is the sum of the whole matter: 
If you love God and the work of His 
kingdom more than you love your 
worldly possessions, then are you 
ready for the rapture; otherwise you 
are not. You know your heart, but 
there is a possibility of deceiving your 
own heart. If you love the services of 
God, and the fellowship of God’s 
people more than you love money, 
then are you ready for the rapture; 
otherwise you are not. Can you give 
place to your fellow man as Abraham 
did Lot? If so, then you are ready for 
the rapture; otherwise you are not. 
There are thousands of church mem- 
bers today whose hearts are tied to 
the things of this world, and yet: they 
think they will escape the great trib- 
ulation. They will not escape! 
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Their love for this world’s goods will 
weight them down. They will not es- 
cape! 
VI. IT WAS A TOTAL 
DESTRUCTION 

Jesus taught that it would be such 
a total ruin that unless God should 
shorten those days all flesh would be 
destroyed. If God had not raised the 
siege the whole Jewish nation would 
have perished. But for the elect’s 
sake, that is, for the sake of His cove- 
nant with Abraham, God raised the 
siege and spared a remnant. This 
made an example of the ruin of the 
whole world of humanity in the end 
of this age. There will be a remnant 
saved, that is, not all shall die, some 
will be changed in a moment, in the 
twinkling of an eye. (1 Cor. 15:51, 52.) 

Jesus gave two fearful examples of 
the total and universal destruction of 
the wicked—the ruin of Sodom and 
the destruction of the old world with 
the flood—and He uses the same word 
of warning in both: “The same day 
that Lot went out of Sodom it rained 
fire and brimstone from heaven and 
destroyed them ALL.” And, “They 
knew not until the day that Noah 
entered the ark, and the flood came, 
and destroyed them ALL.” See here, 
Christ emphasizes the total ruin of 
both the old world, and Sodom and 
Gomorrah, and plainly says, “So shall 
it be also in the days of the Son of 
man.” Personally, I think we are do- 
ing violence to the Scripture, and 
placing a cheat upon the wicked 
when we tell them that they may 
have a chance of salvation after Je- 
sus comes back to this earth. If part 
of the wicked will perish, what part? 
If part will be spared, what part? If 


we can’t preach prophecy without dis- 
couraging watchfulness, we ought to 
leave it to others. I fear that too many 
have tried to gratify men’s inherit 
curiosity about hidden things and 
failed to give the message of God its 
practical application. This serves only 
to make a fair show in the flesh. If 
our message doesn’t carry that effect 
to stir men to practical holiness it is 
certainly vain words. 


For a perfect picture of the ruin of 
the wicked in the end of the age turn 
to the apocalyptic vision of the re- j 
turn of Jesus, and the battle of Ar- 
mageddon, found in the 19th of Reve- 
lation. You will notice that in | 
the battle proper the wicked are slain 
to a remnant, and then at the per- 
sonal return of Jesus even that rem- 
nant will be slain, verse 21. A rem- 
nant of anything is that small part 
which is left, a small remaining part, 
and to destroy even the remnant 
takes ALL away.
